A BOOK OF THE EXPLORING 
EXPEDITION. 


A very natural curiosity having been 
expressed by the pubiic, hoth at home and 
abroad, in the progress of the 
‘Narrative of the United States Exploring 
Expedition during the years 1838, 1839, 
1840, 1841, and 1842, by Charles Wilkes 
17. 8. N.,’ and but little or nothing hev- 
ing been publsihed to gratify that curios- 
ity, we have applied to the proper source, 
aud have been permitted to say that con- 
siderable progress has been made at Phil 
adelphia in printing the work. It will 
consist, first of five demi quarto volumes 
of about five hundred pages, each, illus- 
trated very superbly with sixty-eight 
steel! plates, about furty-six steel vignettes 
worked on pages of letter press. and two 
hundied wood cuts scattered through the 
work, with four very large maps and 
several smaller ones. This edition is or- 
dered by Congress for distribution to for- 
eign powers and a few libraries; it will 
be a very small one. A second edition, 
(if such it may be called when both are 
simu'taneously printed,] of octavo size, 
will be nublished. and be under the c5p. 
trolof Lea & Blanchnrd, of thie city,— 
The copyright of this belongs to and 
has been secured bv the author. It will 
contain the sam illustrations, the whole 
of which are in a very forward state; 


actuaily printed. From what we learn 
we should probably be safe in stating our 
belief that the whole ‘sill be ready for 
publication in three months. More atien- 
tion has been given to the mere ‘getting 
up’ of this work than to any other pub- 
lished in this country. Ik. is purely, in 
all its parts, an American production; the 
illustrations are highly creditable to our 
artists and draughtsmen, and may be clas- 
sed with the best that have appeared in 
Europe; a large portion of these we have 
seen. When we nib our critical pen af- 
ter the publication, we shall endeavor to 
convey to our readers a correct accoun! 
of the literary execution. Great labor 
has undoubtedly been bestowed by the 
author. artists, and the scient fic gentle- 
men attached to the expedition, to make 
this a truly elegant work. We anticipate 
its publication, in common with our coun- 
trymen, wi'h considerable impaticnce.—

Important Discovery.—The attention 
of the iron masters has been attracted to 
a process of considerable importance late- 
ly introducad into their manufacture.— 
The application of electricity, to super- 
sede several of the expensive processes. 
has, it is stated, been tried in the Welsh 
and Derbyshire furnaces, with satisfacto- 
ry results. It appears that the costly fu- 
el and labor required fogthe purification 
of the ore from sulphur, and phosphorus. 
and subtle elements. create its sigh mar-~ 
ket value, and these being all clectro-neg- 
ative, have induced the new process, 
whereby the impure stream of metal, af- 
‘ter flowing from the blast, isin its mo- 
ment of consolidation, subjected to a pows 
erful voltaic battery, which so disengages 
the impure components that in the pro- 
cess. of puddling, they are readily extrac 

ted, The London blacksmiths, it is sti. 
ted, have tested thia iron after a single 
rebeating, and pronounce it the best met- 
al inthe market. By the samo process 
an experiment was tried by Dr. Ure, by 
whom a soft rod of iron was held ir con- 
‘tact w.th a moderate red heat, and that 
gentleman is understood to have stated 
that ina few hours the metal was conver- 
ted into steel. Shou'd these facts prove 
what they seem, they are calculated to 
affect most seriously this important branch 
of our trade. [ Newcastle Advertiser. 


Corn Stulk Sugar. —Mr. John Beal, 
of New Harmony, la., has made 395 Ibs. 
of good sugar this season, from the corns 
stalks that grow on three quarters of an 
icre.

of Elder P. P. Pratt, situsted one block north 
from the westend of the temple; at which 
place we will attind every day in the week, 
(Sundays except.d) fiom morning till evening, 
to receive conations fir the temple and also at- 
tend to all other matters of business pertuining 
to the trustees, We publish this notice shat 
the brethren may not need to cnquire where 
they ehall deposit their donations. We have 
vuly one place of deposit in the city of Nauvoo 
and that is the above mentioned brick store. 

We woulJ also once more offer @ word of 
cauiion to all the saints for their benefit, inas- 
much as there are those who are guing roued 
amongst the branches of the church to collec 
funds for the temple without suthority, and 
who are all the while prectising impositions 
upon the brethren. They generally use the 
property for their own individual benefit, and 
make no returns of it to us, end consequent'y 
when the donors come to ree the records their 
names are not there. Many have fe't to cen- 
sure us on this account, but censure in such @ 
case is unjust, for we have published notices 
repeatediv, warning the saints not to credit 
any man’s testimony as to his being an agent 
unless he can shew written authority from us 
or the quorum of the Twelve, and al! those who 
intrust their means in the hands of unauthoris- 
ed ogents, do it at their own risk, and not 
vars, The presiding elders in the branches 
havea right to call for, aud to see the authori- 
ty of any and every man profersing to be an 
agent for the churek, and if he is an honest 
servant and a man of authority be will always 
be ready to produce his testimonials to propet 
authority, bat if he isan impostor he will eith- 
er make excuses, or he will probably scorn et 
the idea of your questioning a man of God as to 
his authonty. In some instances men 
considered themselves iusulted when asked by 
the presiding elders for their autbority, but 
thie isonly an evidence either of their ows 
wickedness, or that they come on an errand on 
which they were never legally sent. Beware 
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‘We are more particular on this subject be- 
gomve there haye been instances not a few, 
qhereio men who are not Latter-day Saints, 
pot on the contrary our most bitter enemics, 
have gone round gulling the charches and pro- 
fesing be Mormons and agents to collec, 
fends for the building of the “temple and 

house,” &c.; and they have taken ad- 
vantage of the liberality of the brethren by all- 
of fine rpoechcs and persuasive induce. 
ments to get away their money, until they! 
pave accomplished their objects, and then they 
hecome “miss ng.” It is not our wish to see 
the brethren cheated so barefacedly after all 
the persecutions we have suffered, and we 
eoce more repeat the caution, be wise and 
careful. 

There ate instances where tho sainte rarely 
gee an authorized ogent, in consequence of the 
distance from Nauvoo, or, in consequence of 
their residing eome distance from a regularly 
branch. Im such cases, when they 
want to send up their donations, lei them do it 

some men with whom they are well ac- 
quaiated, and who they are well esatisiied will 
do right, andearry their donations safe to ites 
destination. And it would be well in all ca- 
ees, where the brethren abroad send donations 
by aviborized agents, to send a letter by mail 
(post paid.) to the trustecs in trust, informing 
shem of the facts, and by whom their donations 
gere sent, &e., and a good man wii! not blame 
you for being thus careful, for the same law 
thet guards your rights will guard bis rights. 
aod the rights of every man 

It ie our intenticn for the [nture to publish 
the names of qpragen's in the ‘-Nouvoo Neigh- 
be” and “Times snc Seasons,” which we 
eonsider to be sofir and better then written 
authority, inasmuch as the letter can be “for- 
god,” hut the formor can not, and the agents 
can carry a copy of the paper, having their au_ 
thority with them wherever they go. 

There is aleo another subject which we 
would touch upon in this notice. There have 
been ins‘onces wherein men have gone o- 
mongst the branches of the church, cullecting 
moncy and agreeing to pay the amoun! 
in labor on the Temple, which they represen, 
will anewer as good @ purpore ce the morey. 
We have tosay on this subject that all such 
transactions ate regarded as fraud, and is only o 
mote crafiy way of cheating the brethren. I: 
would be fully for us to tell a man that ten days 
labor on the Temple would answer the law of 
tithing es well as ten dollars in money, when 
he was possessed of one hundred dollars in 
monty. We know better, and every foithfol 
bother and sis'er in the church wil! know bet- 
we when ‘hey understand the principl. « of sal- 
vation as well os old Abraham Isaac and Jua- 
cob did. For of all thou givest me, 
one tenth I wll giye unto ther, and whoever 
will read the bies’ory of the ancients with care 
will Gnd that the law was, that they must par 
ene tcath of ali in ite kind, whether cait!e, hor- 
ot, sheep, orthe fruits of the ficld. Tis true 
there were lawe of redemption, whereby a man 
might reedem “ought of h.s t:thing” but it was 
so sirict, that it is fer casier to pay the tithing 
in kind rather than redeem it. 

Jesus said, all whodo the works of Abraham 
are the children of Abisham, ond he ( Abra- 
ham) paid tithesofall. Tue Savior also said 
to the Pharisers, “ye pay tithes of mint and 
annie and Cum nin, but neglect the weightier 
matiers of the !a«, judgement, mercy and faith 
Thee ought ye ty have d.ne, and tot have left 
the others undone.

Mr. Evrron; Dean Sin :—Having pri tty much 
recovered my health agair, I feel it « privilege 
‘o give you a short history of my mission to 
Tennessee. I started about the 20th of May! 
last in company with some thiee or four of the | 
Twelve, and several other brethren, on board’ 
the steamer prer. 

We were treated with the utmost reepect and 
friencship, by Captain Anderson and crew.—' 
At S'. Louis the Twelve organized a 
lerge branch of the church. \ 

The next day aboot noon, we set off on the 
Louis Philippe Several of us were from want 
of means, compelled to take deck passage, and 
as a matter of course we expected the same 
privilege that we enjoyed on other boa'’s; but 
we hed rot been but a few hours under way, 
wh:n the Clerk came out with all the impor- 
tance of a southern negro-driv-r, ordered us a! 
vff the builer d-ck, and commanded us to re. 
main below. Iam determined not to patron- 
ise them again, Next morning about 7 v’clock 
we arriced at Paducah, Kentucky, where three 
of us, Elders Joseph Mount, Samuel He ath, 
ond myself, went ashore with the blessing of 
the brethren, and proceeced on our way to 
Dresden, Tennessce. 

We had not gone far. until I found it very 


when a.boy, by a fall from a horse, and « 
crush of my foot on the same side, os 1 wos 
moving to this place, in 1842. I was com- 
to before night, but on the third ca, 
we reiched Dresden. 

T he particulars of that conference you have 
before learned.
